the soul in this life is moving on to- 
wards a destiny which reaches beyond 
time into eternity. 
Two gateways 


ancl two roads are m'entioned, each 
with its destination definitely fixed; 
one ending in the blackness of the bot- 
tomless pit and the other reaching the 
eternal glories of Heaven, where the 
soul is clothed upon with immortal- 
ity. One road is crowded with the many 
who press through the Wide Gate; the 
other echoes with the footsteps of the 
few who have sought ,and found the 
Strait Gate and entered in thereat.^ A 
command sounds forth in tliethearing 
of all travelers entering- these , two 
ways which is authoritative and pobi- 
twe. God meets every ,soul and criesi 
"Enter ye in at the Strait Gate!" The 
many are so engrossed in chasing the 
butterfly of worldly gain and pleasure 
which flits just before them thati they 
fail to hear and heed. The few stop 
to listen and then begin to seek; and 
in fulfillment of the Divine prom- 
ise, *"he that fceeketh findeth," the lit- 
tle wicket gate of Bunyan's Pilgrim is 
'seen to lie just ahead, and a knock at 
the door admits to the Narrow Way 
as it did to that earnest traveler whose 
journeyings we have followed with 
such absorbed interest. 
"Broad" is the rOad that leads to death, 


And thousands walk together theie; 


But Wisdom shows a narrow path, 


With here and there a traveler. 


"'Deny thyself and take.thy cross/ 
Is the Redeemer's great command: 


All men must count their gold but dross, 


If they would gain the Heavenly land." 
The Two Ways.—In the day in which 


the words of our text were spoken the 
roads or highways were the main ar- 
teries of communication and trade be- 
tween cities and there was generally 
but one road leading from ,point to 
point, so that our Lord used anillustra- 
tion which would appeal forcibly to 
His hearers. 
In this day, when the 


country is covered with its network 
of railroads, and many excellent road- 
ways lead from city to city, the figure 
has lost much of its meaning. It is 
hard to find the city of any consider- 
able sue which is not reached by two 
or more roads or railroads, but in the 
days of our Lord there was the one 
road between cities over which the 
travel and commerce passed. Further- 
more, the ^cities cfHhofife days "were 
walled^and gateways opened out upon 
the Highway,'anS through these gate- 
ways'all must "pass who'sought to 
travel by that road. 


Home had buil#1vf 


and'long from the large cities of the 
then Icnown world> back to the horns 
of the Caesars "and the center of'the 
world's power. AVhile the commercial 
life bf the world jvas flowing over these 
splendid highw'ays and the many were 
passing-to and fro bent on the world- 
ly ambitions and aims,-with Rome as 
the center, the devout JewVthought 
and hope were centered in Jerusalem, 
and the narrow^ruggcd-pathways of 
Palestine were traveled by the pil- 
grims as they journeyed toward'it to 
keep the feast days and worship the 
true God. May it not have been that 
the thought of the two ways first came 
to Jesus as He journeyed towards Je- 
rusalem when He was 13 years of age, 
and probably for the first time saw and 
crossed the great roadway built by 
Borne from Damascus to the south 
through'Palestine? Here was Rome 
and her great highways on the one 
hand and Jerusalem and the narrow 
rugged road which led over the brow of 
Mount Olivet and on into the city to 
the temple gate on the other. There is 
a forcible contrast here which would 
have readily suggested itself to those 
who listened to our Lord as He spoke 
these words w&ich would not at first 
occur to iis. 


A Wide Gate and a Broad Way char- 


acterize the road which leads to de- 
struction, and a Strait Gate and a Nar- 
row Way the road which leads to life. 
.Why isi it that man's way should bo on 
such a grand scale and appear so at- 
, tractive, and God's way so limited and 


Seeking. One fctands 'for the will of 
man.' The other represents the will of 
God.' vThe Wide Gate is attractive and 
gives ^promise, beyond of all thai'the 
heart could desire or long after. In 
gilded letters over the 'arch™ ay is in- 
scribed the word SEliF, and under- 
neath Is- the declaration that you can 
take anything with you ' into the 
Broad Road which you desire, that you 
caa do any thing you wish' while in t$e 
way, 
and that you can find any" re- 


ligion to suit your fancy except the 
religion of the Strait Gate and Nar* 
row Way. The Strait Gate is solid-and 
massive and^plain. It stands as a glo- 
rious triumph of the ages, and the 
one word "GOD" blaze* forth from the 
keystone. And, in contrast to the 
declaration in the stones of the Wjfle 
Gate that those entering could tajce 
anything with them which they 
wished, it is specifically stated at the 
•entrance to the Strait Gate that<>nly 
those will be admitted who leave sell 
behind and accept Christ as- the new

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 


' The Murmuring. — The" particular 
trouble now was the lack of variety 
in food. The manua did not satisfy 
tho people. The plague (11:33) was 
probably a natural consequence of 
overeating unaccustomed food, God 
is generally able to let the law of 
cause and effect administer the pun- 
ishment his 'children need. 
, The Spies Sent Out.— In Dent, 1:22, 
the sending of the spies is said to be 
in answer to a petition of the people. 
The men chosen, according to Jeho- 
vah's direction, were the best and 
most representative that could be se- 
lected. Each tribe had one of its 
leaders 'among the spies. Thejcom- 
mission given the men waa clear. 
The .observations they were to make 
included the Vlay* cjf the* land,*Mhe 
offensive and -defensive abilities of 
the people, and the desirability of 
the country for a home. Verse 21 
shows that they did their worfc very 
thoroughly, for they journeyed to the 
northernmost limit of the land in- 
stead of stopping at Hebron or Beth- 
el. The <Anak tribes appear to have 
been redoubtable warriors of great 
stature, but they really made very 
little trouble when Israel actually en* 
tered the land. 
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The Spies' Report. — There have 


been many tragedies in the national 
life of the Hebrews.^ The failure at 
Kadesh-barnea is one^of the first and 
one oi the greatest. 
Through 
all 


these long and weary months since 
leaving Egypt the Israelites had but 
one thought—rest and home in .^the 
promised land. Now they had come 
to the threshold. Their hope was 
high. At last the land of their na- 
tional dream, and of Jehovah's prom- 
ise, was'almost in sight. They de- 
layed only for the report of the spies. 
The men returned, and hope turned 
to despair, simply because there were 
obstacles to be overcome. The spies 
reported that (1) the land "flowed 
with milk and honey," but (2), there

At the 
inquest of the old woman I took her 
a piece of the cooked flesh, which she 
ate with an appaiemt relish. She 
died the next d-iy. This left me the 
only representative cf the great order 
cf man-eaters. But never since that 
day has there been a sacrifice of life 
at which human flesih was eaten, con- 
ducted by rth3 society of man-eaters,' 


"The place -where these Oalumet 


festivals wore held,*' said Mr. Bruno, 
"was where is now located the town 
of Chicago and not a great way from 
•the place where the bloody massacre 
of Fort Dcaifborn occurred in 
whore my friend* and neighbor, the 
.brave Captain Wells, was killed by 
tho treacherous Pottawatomies, the 
mcane&t and1 most detestable tribe of 
Indians in the northwest." 


Irouis Hcniiepin, a Trench onissdon- 


&ry, one cf the first to visit the re- 
gion of the Illinois 
and Wabash 


rivcas, in a letter 
to a friend, a 


Catholic (priest residing in Montreal, 
dated November, 1684, says: 


"When on my way, in the month 


cf June last, to the Guabache (Wa- 
basih) river I came upon a large as* 
sonitbly of savages (Twigrtitwees) en- 
gaged1 in burning a prisoner at the 
stake—an Indian belonging to a tribe 
with whcra tihey were at war. When 
I arrived 
on the scene the fierce 


flames were already wrapped about 
tha victim, then in the throes of 
death. The savages dtamcett around 
the fire, and in a state 
of frenzy 


brandi&lied their war clubs, accompa- 
nied with demoniacal shouts and con- 
tortions. In sorrow and disgust I 
withdrew a short distance to wait 
until the excitement Should subside, 
that I might expostulate with the 
savages against the hoirible custom. 
Coi returning to the place of execu- 
tion my senses were appalled upon 
beholding a number of >the savages 
—men, women and children—seated 
in a circle around the smouldering 
fire, engaged in devouring the re- 
mains of the dead savage. While 
this horrid feast was going- on a per- 
fect silence prevailed—fche savages 
seemed awe*stricken, I turned from 
the sickening stfght, and on my knees 
besought our 
Heavenly Father to 


Assist me to cpaii -tJlie eyes of these 
poor, 
(benighted 
creatures to the 


en-ormity of 1/he heinous crime, that it 
might nev£T again be repeated." 


The missionary Breboeuf, belong- 


ing to a mission on the shores of 
I/ake Huron, was ssnt to the Omee 
village, at t'he head of the (Miami 
(Maumee) river, and by -the perform- 
ance of kindly offices -secured the con- 
fidence and -affection of the Indians 
of that locality. 
From a repent of 


his missionary work pea-formed in 
this section, filed in ifche church ar- 
chives of 'Montreal, Canada, -fhs fol- 
lowing- statement is taken: 


"The Twightwees are very cruel in 


the treatment of their prisoners of 
war. They generally burn them at 
the sltake, and frequently feast on the 
cooked flesh of fhe unfortunate vic- 
tims. Those who engage in eating 
human flesh fbelong- to a select num- 
ber of the tribe, known as *the man- 
eaters. So fond do they become of 
human flesh that no doubt they 
secretly commit 
murder to satisfy 


this dreadful desire." 


Maj. Thomas Forsyt'h, who lived 


for »a quarter of a century among the 
Sauks 'EJid Fox Indians, in 
182G, 


in a written account of these two 
tiibes, published for the first time 
in "Drake's Life of Black Hawk,'' 
wrote that "these Indians, the 
Twigihtwees (Miamis) are said to 
have been very ciuel to their prison- 
ers, often burning 
them. 
I have 


heard of 'a certain family among the 
Miami s wdio were called man-eaters, 
as they were accustomed to make a 
feast of (human flesh when a prls- 
oner was killed. For these enormi- 
ties the Sauks 'an'd Poxes, when they 
took any of the Twightwees prisoners, 
gave them to their women to be buf- 
feted to death. 


And we have the following state- 


ments fiorn Gen. Lewis Cass regard- 
ing this matter. 
He was, no doubt, 


more conversant 
witih the -history 


and traditions of iho Indian tribes 
of the northwest than "any person 
living in his time. In the great ora- 
tion delivered by him at Fort Wayne, 
Ind., July 4, 1843, on the occasion of 
the opening to .traffic of the Wabash 
and Erie canal, he said:

"For itfany years during tftie fron- 


tier history of this place and region 
the line of your canal was a bloody 


was the duty of its associates to, eat j 
such prisoners fcs were preserved and 
delivered to them for that purpose. 
The members of this 
society 
be- 


longed to a particular family, and 
the dreadful inheritance 
descended 


to all the, children, male -and female. 
The duties imposed could

avoided, 'and thet sanction of relig- 
ion was added to the obligations of 
immemorial usage. The feast was a 
solemn ceremony, at which the whole 
tribe was collected as actors or spec- 
tators. The miserable victim was 
bound at a stake and burned at a 
slow fire, with all the refinements of

which 
savage 
ingenuity 


could invent, 


"Here, where we aie now assem- 


bled in peace and security, celebrat-

TKUST 
HISTORY. 


The trust is not 'as new a'thing as 


most people imagine. 
They have 


existed ever since the necessities of 
man created commerce. The earliest 
form of trust that ever existed was 
undoubtedly the cornering4 of food- 
stuffs by monarchs and their* agents. 
Accounts of such transactions are to 
)be found in Assyrian records dating 
back 7,000 or 8,000 years, and the 
Bible describes a very large opera- 
tion of this- kind carried out by Jo- 
seph, when out of the weajth of the 
seven fat years he provided, for the 
poverty of tine seven' lean ones. 


* The Bam'ans did the same thing 
througSi tQieir tax farmers, who laid 
embargoes on the food supplies of the 
provinces* ag'ainst arrears of taxes, 
and the probability is that similar 
operations were also conducted with 
regard to manufactures. 


Another form of monopolies, known 


as trade-guilds, has existed from'the 
very early times, and these in the 
middle ages amounted practically to 
the cornering <of certain arts and in- 
dustries, as- well 'as means of dis- 
tribution. The greatest of them was 
the famous league 
of the Hanse 


towns.

WHEN WEALTH IS AN EVIL. 
"A great fortune- if not used aright 


makes its possessor 
in a -peculiar 


sense a menace to the community as 
a wQiole, jus>t us a great intellect does 
if it is unaccompanied by developed 
conscience, by chmvi'cter. 
But obvi- 


ously this no more affords grounds 
for condemning wealth than it does 
Tor .condemning 
intellect. 
Every 


man of power -"by tlie very fact ot 
that p'awer is capable of 'doing dam- 
age to 'his neighbors, but we cannot 
afford t-j dis'couragti tlie development 
of sucHi men merely because it is pos- 
sible they mny use their power to 


ends. If we did b'3, we should 


leave our history a blank, for we 


. h'Jive -no great sititesmen, sol- 


diers or merclianls, no great men of 
arts, 01' letters or of science, Doubt- 
less on the average the most ,-usefnI 
man to -his fellow-citizens is apt to* 
be he to w-hom has been given what 
•he psalmist pra.ye'd for, neither pov- 
erty IICT ric'lies, -Tjut the -g'reat cap- 
tain of in'dustry, the man of wealth, 
wTio alnne or in combination v/itli 
his fellows, drives t'liTough our great 
business ente-rprises is -a factor with- 
out winch Miis country could not pos- 
sibly maintain its present industrial 
position in the -world. 
Good, tint 


h'arai, ncrmiilly comes from tlie pil- 
ing up cf wealth through business 
enterprises. 
Prtybsfbly 'line most se- 


rious harm resulting1 to us, the peo- 
ple of moderate m*>ans, is when we 
'h.irm -ourselves by letting the nark 
and evil vices 'of envy and ha tied 
towards our fellows eat into our na- 
tures. 


HARM OP EVIDENT KZND. 


"Still, there is other harm, of n. 


more evident kind, sind sucli harm it 
is our clear duty to tiy to eradicate 
if possible and in -any event to mini- 
mize. 
The corporations and there- 


fore these great corporations contain- 
ing 
some tendency to monopoly, 


whioli we have grown -to speak of 
rather loosely as trusts, are tlie crea- 
tures of the state, and the state not 
only has the right to. control them, 
but is in duty bound to conliol them 
wherever the need for su~h control 
is shown. TJiere is cl&arly -a nesd 
of supervision—ne°d to excicics 'Mie 


.between adjacent states and the un- 
certainty of the power of enforce- 
ment result practically/ in altogether 
insufficient control. 


NATION MUST CONTROL. 


"I believe that tho n-ation must 


assume this power of control by leg- 
islation, and if it bec'c-ines" evident 
that the constitution will not permit 
needed legislation, then by constitu- 
tional 'amendment. 
Tho immediate 


need in dealing with trusts is to 
place them under tho real, not nom- 
inal, .control of some sovsreign to 
which, as its creature, the 
trusts 


s-liall owe allegiance, and in. wihose 
courts the sovereign's 
6rdars' may 


with ctTtaiiity be enforced. This is 
not the case, with "the ordinary so- 
called 'trust' today, fci\ the trust is 
a large state corporation, generally 
doing business in other'sti'tcs nlso, 
and often with a tendency' to mon- 
opoly. Such a trust is nn crtiflcial 
creature not wholly responsible to or 
csutrollo-ble by any legislature, nor 
wholly subject to the jurisdiction of 
rmy one court. Some governmental 
sovereign must be given -full pawer 
ove:- these -artificial, And very power- 


ful, 
corporate beings. In -my judg- 


ment tiiis sovereign, must 'be the na- 
tional 
government. When 
it 
has 


been giveJi full power, tlien 'this full 
power can be used to control" any 
evil influence, exactly as the govern- 
ment 'is now using the power coii- 


upDii it 'under the. Sherman 


anti-trust law- Even -when the full 
power has been confcrrc-d it would 


r undesirable to attempt too 


much, or to'-begin by stringent legis- 
lation.

A DELICATE MECHANISM.

as it is va?t, and nothing- would be 
more-productive of evil to all of us 
and especially to those least well off 
in -this world's goods^ than Ignorant 
meddling -with thife mechani'sm 'and 
a'oove all, if tlie -jnc'ddlingvwas done 
in n spirit of -class or sec'tional ran- 


cor. 
It is desirable that tins'power 


should be exercised with moderation 
and self-restraint.

Fort Wayne's history is indissolu 


bly: linked -with "the msnibry cf th 
famous revolutionary

whom the city took its name. Th 
cycle of years that have elapsed since 
General 2£ad Anthony Wnyne in hi= 
dashing1 campaign against tlie In 
dians reached the junction of tlie St 
Mary's and the'St. Joe rivers, build 
ed a fort at the point which com- 
manded the waterway in three di-rec- 
tions have "brightened rather than 
dimmed tho-halo of this glory, and 
the story of his activity is perpetuat- 
ed ia the splendid city whi-jh 
a-isert to mark 
the spot .where the 


fearless, fighter planted his banner 
more than .a century ago. 


Every Fort 'Wayne citizen is fa 


jniliar -with the location of the old 
fort, yet hundreds of visitors each 
year go .to the -eastern terminus of 
Main street, wlis-re .a -pretty littlo 
plot, triangular in ahape, enclosed 
by iron paling and blossoming with 
flowers marks the precise spot where 
the old blockhouse stood. 
It w-as 


easily the tentral figure of old Fort 
Wayne, 'and around it duster treas- 
ured memory 
and- anecdote of the 


pioneer days. "Old Fort park" it is 
called, though the last fragment of 
-the "fort disappeared m-nny years ago. 
There, are still citizens living wh'o re- 
member well.the outlines of the old 
building- surrounded by a stockade 
and there is yet in Fort Wayne one 
citizen, at least—the -venerable Louis 
Peltier—who was bc-rn -.vilhm the 
wallp of the frontier fort. 
Many older families of the city, also 


•have 'canes, chairs 'and other trinkets 
made from timbers secured years ago 
when the old fort was dismantled, 
and these keepsakes are valu»d high- 
ly. No trace of tire old structure re- 
mains on the sits today, but -rising 
above its center is -a staff flying the 
stars and -stripes. An old piece of. 
artillery from the civil war also cc 
cupies a place there, and toward the 
eastern, -point of -the -triangle is 
mounted on- massive masonry a de- 
fense gun from the old Spanish bat- 
teries at Santiago.

1'or among the many 
distinctions accorded; to '.he deeds of 
Major General 
Wayne, 'and whose 


memory as 'commemorated in the new 
Stony Point park, in ST-ew 
York, 


there is the singular 
on?, that his 


mortal remains occupy iii part two 
separate graves in, different parts of 
Pennsylvania, ' each 
of which is 


known by suitable 
inscription as 


"the grave of General Wayne." No 
other public man can >da.u:i this uni- 
que distinction. 


"Mnd Anthony," after the close of 


the revolution, -was appointed com- 
missioner of the American govern- 
ment 'to to-eat with, tht; northwestern 
Indians and to -receive the sarrcndsr 
of the military posts given up by 
•the British -at the cessation ot' hos- 
tilities. He had completed the 'task 
assigned 'to iiim. 'and in November, 
179G, 
was on his way across Lake 


Erie from Detroit to FortPresque Isle 
now Erie, Pa., when he was -attacked 
with gout, and on Dea. -15, of tlmt 
''year, -(1790), died in the blockhouse 
•which lie had 'hlmsol-f. erected at that 
plaice. 


• There was a high bluff, known as 
Garrison hill, in the neighborhood of 
the blockhouse, ou.;which a flag-stall 
•had been set up, and fit his expressed 
•wish -he was -burisd on the spot .where 
the flagstaff 'theft stood. The coffin, 
covered-with :tloth, on which w-5 his 
name in.- brass nails, was placed In a 
brick vault, and there -the remains 
of the brave :and chivalrous Wayne 
lay^-f'or thirteen years without notice 
or recognition. .

FINDING THE CDKFIN. 


In 1809 some memory of-the patri- 


otic warrior^ • was--aroused-' in the 
breast of hia family -mid ihis son, Col. 
Isaac Wayne, 
accompanied 
-by a 


' friend of his father, -an. old army 
surgeon, went to Presque Isle in a 
two-wheeled vehicle to search for the 
grave and remove :the remains. The 
flagstaff in the meanwhile -had dis- 
appeared "and no clew apparently TCT 
maincd to g'uidc 'them. Singularly 
enough, when they 'and a number of 
citizens were about to gdvo -up the 
search the chance meeting with, a boy 
who was tending cattle on the hill 
supplied the information and they 
were thus by accident enabled to lo- 
cate the grave.

THE OJtlCHNAL GRAVE. 


In 1876 the physician in charge 
f the hospital was partial to -horse- 
iack exercise, and in going to. and 
returning from the .hospital rode 
spirited horse. 
In going -over the 


ground at a lively rate his 'attention 
was drawn to a spot wliich sounded 
hcllow under the horse's hoof, and, 
hairing- investigated the vans?, the 
original grave of General W-ayna was 
again discovered, the coffin lid stud- 
ded with 'brass nails being onca III&TG 
in evidence. 


Removing1 the -lid, the dried flesh 


and the knives with which it had 
been removed from "the bones were 
found. 
Near 
the -grave also was 


the -footpiece of the -old flag- 


staff, made of -two chestnut logs in 
the fc-r-ni of a cro?s. The finding' of 
the grave at. tho beginning of the 
centennial year caused <a great daal 
of satisfaction, and on Mem-aria! day 
a large body of veterans visited the 
grave and steps were taken for the 
purpose of erecting a monument on 
the spat. 


Three years later—1879—-the state , 


of Pennsylvania appropriated 31,500'} 
and a committee was appointed to 
carry out the design. A new stpno 
was placed over the grave, with a

Sixty years ago the writer was 


resident of Fort Wayne, Ind., nea 
which place -the remnant of the M 
ami tribe of Indians were living upo 
their reservation. .Fort Wayne wi 
the principal trading poin't, and hat 
been :the seat of g-ovei-nment, so t 
speak, of the Miamis from, time im 
memorial. Here also lived man 
Canadians, retired French traders an 
aged voyagers, -from, whom -the wri 
er obtained 
a fund of informstio 


regarding that powerful and influ 
cntial confederation of Indians. On 


the -most interesting facts that 


had investigated was t3ie charge tha 
prior to the beginning of the las 
century there existed a society o 
aavages among tho Miamis known as 
the man-eaters— those 
that feastei 


upon' the bodies of prisoners of wa 
burned at the stake. 


During the time that I resided in 


Fort Wayne I had seen frequently a 
very old, shriveled up squaw, a re 
pulsiva looking creature, wlio, it was 
said, was descended from ;the famil; 
of man-caters, 


I remember one Sabbatih afternoon 


in -the month of September, 183.0, of 
taking a stroll with my aged friend 
Jean Baptiste Bruno, the old Indian 
trader, who was,then in his eighty- 
sixth year, hale! and active. We had 
readied a beautiful 
spot—'a 
small 


grove that skirted bhe -bank of the 
St. Josciph river, about a mile above 
the town. Seated upon a log on tiha 
elevated bank of itho stream, (he gave 
me a thrilling description of .the ter- 
rible defeat, of Gen. Hariaar at this 
very spot in 1791. 
He was inn eye- 


witness of that engagement, so -san- 
guinary nnd disastrous in its results. 
While talking a canoe with -several 
Indians in it was parsing down the 
stream. 
On discovering Bruno the 


boat wns headed for flin shoiv ;nul 
hm.!f,l at our i'eet. I .reuuguniai :U 
once that saaue disgusting old hag- 
of a squaw as one of the party. Aft- 
er a short talk with Bruno -the boat 
turned into 'tlie stream 
again nnd 


passed on to the town. 


I told my companion of the oft-re- 


peated stoiy I had heard regarding 
this woman. He -said that it was 
true; that lie had known 'her for 
forty years; that she was the only 
daughter of "White Skin," the last 
head of the family of man-eaters. "1 
knew lier father," continued Bruno, 
"when I first carao to this port of the 
country to trade with the Indians in 
1770. 
White Skin at that time was 


said to bo 100 years old, and no 
doubt it was -true; yet he was 'an ac- 
tive, in/Justi-ions man, poss&saacl of a 
very retentive memory. The family, 
during the time I know thorn, con- 
sisted of the old man, an aged snn 
and this daughter. They resided on 
Eel River, a few miles west of the 
Turtle village, the home of the great 
war chief of the Miamis, Little Tur- 
tle, 
and about .thirty-five 
milejs 


northwest of Fort 
Wayne, 
They 


were known far nnd near as tflie man- 
eating, family. They liad no friends 
that I knew of, with one exception, 
and that was Father Baclden, a 
French missionary. 
He frequently 


visited them nnd helpr.rl them when 
they -were in want. They lived very 
sccludci lives. The, Indians seamed 
to shun them. 


"The old man. and -his family man- 


ufactured buckskins—were 
tanners 


or dressea-s of deerskins. They ex- 
celled in that business. For a num- 
ber of yfiars 
I traded with them, 


purchUbing their .skins for tihe De- 
troit -market, where I found a ready 
sale for them. It was in this way 
that I became intimately acquainted 
with thn family. - I generally went 
to their camp to make .my purchases, 
-and often liad to remain ovor night 
at their hut, but I never ipartook of 
my meals with them, for they were 
too filthy in their manner of living 
and were too fond of dog1 meat to 
suit me, although I had often from 
necessity eaten dog moat; ;but it was 
prepared in a different manner from 
the way they served it. 


"I found .the old'-man had no re- 


luctance to talk with me about 
tflie 


man-eating charge. I had gained 
hia entire confidence'. Having heard 
so much about'.this teorrible org<aniza- 
tion when a -ibojf liyng in Montreal, 
Canada, I remembeer that I .dread- 
ed to havo my father ICATO (home (to 
g-o .among the Miamis.. He'1 was a 
trader at tills, .point .before. I was 
boim." When he died I took his place 
and continued right along until' a 


of Detroit, liad. requested me, at "the 
first opportunity I would have,, to ob- 
tain: from White Skin a history of 
the man-eating- order, and I did so. 


"One nig&t—a .beautiful moonligiht 


nigiht—while seated on the grass in 
front of the bark hut, smoking- our 
kiimikimiiu, the old man gave me 
Uie entire 'history of tiiat portion of 
his life connected with the order of 
m-an eaters, Ami lihis story I -have 
written arid told so often that 1 know 
it by heart, as the sohVxil boys say, 
I nave liad to repeat it to many of 
Hie great men of Uie land. 'Among 
the number wns Gen. Lewis Cass,

(or Governor) Harrison, also 


the French avont an'd traveler, Count 
Volney, when he visited. VinCennes. 


White Skin said: 'To efc.t human

The -missionary Breboeuf, belong-

(Maumce) river, .and by the psrifoim- 
.ince of kindly offices secured the con- 
fidence nnd affection of the Indians 
of that locality. 
Prom ii rc-pcri of 


his missionary work performed in 
this section, filed in tlie church ar- 
chives of -Montrft.il. Canada, rh? fol- 
lowing- statement is taken: 


"The Twightwecs are very cruel in 


the treatment of their prisoners of 
war. 
They generally burn them at 


the sUake, and frequently feast 011 the 
cooked flesh -nf the imfcrLumite vic- 
tims. 
Those -who eng-age in eating 


human flesh -be-long to a select mim.- 
ber of 'the tribe, known as the -man- 
fatPrs. 
So fond do they becom? of 


human fiesh that no dairht they 
secretly commit 
murder -to satisfy 


this dreadful desire." 


IVEaj. Thomas Forsyt-h, who lived 


for -a quarter of a century among the 
Saiiks £jid Fox Indians, in 
1826, 


in a ^writtcn nccount of l.'.iese two 
tribes, published for the first time 
in "Drake's Life of Black Hawk," 
wrote 
that 
"these 
Indinns, 
the 


Twig'htwees (_Miamis) 
are 
said to 


have been very cruel to their prison- 
ers, often burning' them. 
I have 


heard of a certain family among the 
Miamis who were called man-eaters, 
as they were accustomed to make a 
feast 01 (human flesh when a pris- 
oner u-as killed. 
For these enormi- 


ties the Sauks arid Foxes, when tliey 
took: nny of the Twightwees prisoners, 
pave tiiem to their women lo bft buf- 
feted to death. 


And -we have the following state- 


ments from Gen. Lewis Cass regard- 
ing1 this matter. He -was, 110 doubt, 
more conversant 
witih the 'history 


and traditions of tho Indian tribes 
of the northwest than *ary person 
living in his time. In the great ora- 
tion delivered by him at Fort Wayne, 
Ind., July 4, 1843, on the occasion of 
the opening to -traffic of tho Wabash 
and Erie canal, he said: 


"For m'any years during fihe fron- 


tier history of this place and region 
the Imc of your caiml was a bloody 
warpath, -which has seen 
many a 


deed of 'horror. 
Aivd this peaceful 


town lias ted its Moloch, and the rec- 
ords of 'human depravity t'uxnisflied 
no more terrible examples of 'cruelty 
thnn were offered at this shrine. The 
Miami Indians, our predecessors In 
the 'occupation -&f this district, hart n 
terrible institution, wQVose origin and

history, but

was the duty of its associates to. eat 
such pnsonevs as were preserved and 
delivered to them for that purpose. 
The members ot this 
society be-

descended 


to all the children, male and female. 
The duties imposed 
could

avoided, and the. sanction of relig- 
ion was added to the obligations of 
immemorial usage. The feast was a 
solemn ceremony, At which the whole 
tribe was collected as actors or .spec- 
tators.

bound at a stake and burned at a 
slow fire, with all -the refinements of 
cruelty 
which 
savage 
ingenuity 


could invent.

thus been tortured and murdered and 
devoured.

FIRST TIIUST IN IIISTOHY. 


The trust is not 'as new a thing as 


most people imagine. 
They 'have 


existed ever since the necessities of 
man created commerce. The earliest 
form of trust that ever existed was 
| undoubtedly the cornering of food- 


stuffs by monarehs and their agents. 
Accounts of such transactions are to 
be found in Assyrian records dating 
back 7,000 or 8,000 years, and the 
Bible describes a very large opera- 
tion cf this1 kind carried out by Jo- 
seph, when out of the wealth of the 
seven fat years he provided for the 
poverty of the seven leaii ones. 


T'he 
Romans did the same vhini 


throug'h tQieir tax farmers, who laid 
embargoes on the food supplies of the 
provinces against arrears of taxes, 
and the probability is that similar 
operations were also conducted witli 
regard to manufactures. 


Another form of monopolies, known 


as trade guilds, lias existed from the 
ve-ry early times, and these in tlic 
middle ages amounted practically to 
the cornering -of certain arts and In- 
dustries, as well as means of dis 
tribution. The greatest of them was 
the famous 
lea-giie 
of the Hanse 


towns.

Apples, grapes, Indian corn and 


many' cultivated f-ruiijs -aird vege- 
tables were found here, either in the 
wild state or grown by the red men, 
and we hive same slight knowledge 
of what these wild plants were like. 
We know.what the wild crab <apple, 
one of the parents of nrany of oui 
best apples now, was and us, the pro- 
duct of n tree -overgrown in wood, 
and as miich at home in the f^rrst or 
hedge as'in. the orchard. The fruit 
was ahvayg small, ill formed, bit- 
ter ami -worm-eaten, but the front- 
iersman encouraged this .wild tree to 


in his yard and soon it began 


to show the result of his care. Near 
it stood a 
tree brought from Eu- 


rope. 


The imported tree was* feeble; its 


fruit failed to ripen, 'and. -was faulty. 
It was not acclimated. It needed as 
much the vigor of the wild crab ap- 
ple ns did the latter the European 
form and pulp and siig-ar in its fruit 
and a riddance of its burden of wood. 
The native and imported fruits were 
creased, and by long nnd tedious care 
in selection '!an'd"iii ''crossing- witli 
thousands of varieties, .we now grow 
the finest apples iu the world. The 
Rhode Island Greening1, with its 
many modifications, has long- been 
a favorite for its pleasant acidity 
nnd its excellent keeping- qualities. 
For a century, too, the Baldwin and 
the Ncwtown pippin,'both chance re- 
sults, have adthtl glory to the apple 
crop of New England. In the flesii 
and- blcod of these magnificent fruits 
are doubtless the'vigor, tenacity-and 
endurance of their ancestor, the wild 
crab, which graced the yards of the 
Pilgrim, Fathers. These famous a.p- 
plfis, no less than the men and wo- 
men of this Mew England generation, 
inherited the character of the first 
settlers, who, in turn, acquired from 
the soil the toughness -and tenacity 
of the -wild ci.ib. The Concord grape, 
the first of all for hardiness, endur- 
ance and health, was the chance 'dis- 
covery iu 1840, 
of Ephraini Ball, 


near Concord, Mass. IL certainly hns 
in it tho vigor of the Mew England 
climate and the keeping quality of 
New England granite. 
Where did 


this grape come from? 
If all the 


hard, scrubby vines growing- in Mew 
England hedges a century ago could 
speak, some of them would doubtless 
claim this marvelous offspring as a 
cross with 
some 
fine 
European 


grape. 


It was not until the beginning of 


the Nineteenth 
century that scien- 


tific efforts were made to increase 
the values of fruits, flowers, vege- 
tables, cereals and fibrous plants, in 
this country, but quite -all the fam- 
ilies of these plants have been im- 
proved in quality and varieties have 
been increased. 
Indeed, in some of 


them, the quality has been improved 
a hundred-fold and the variety mul- 
tiplied ?-score of times. 


There is an apple, a. peach, a pear, 


a grape nnd a melon for every soil 
in this country tliat -can -possibly 
grow them, and for many localities 
there are scores of fine varieties. 


In no other sphere of cultivated 


plant life has increase in value been 
so marked as in floriculture. When 
a layman visits a great flower mar- 
ket in a city, he is Astounded at the 
endless varieties of roses, chrysan- 
themums and carnations.' He .won- 
ders how on cartJh so many forms 
and colors'were produced in theso 
flowers. Let him not forgot -that n 
flower, more tlmn 'any other thing 
that springs from tho sod, is tho 
language of the human soul, A flow-

-press itself iu"variety.

most easily to 'all the moods of ma'n..-

NOTES AND COMMENTS. 


The Murmuring-. — The particular 


trouble now was the lack of variety 
in food. Tlie manna did not satisfy 
the people. The plngiie (11:33) was 
probably a natural consequence oE 
overeating- unaccustomed iood. God 
is generally able to let the law of 
cause and effect administer ihe pun- 
ishment his children need. 


The Spies Sent Out.—In Dent. 1:22, 


tbe sending of the spies is said to be 
in answer to :i petition of tho people. 
Tho jnou chosen, according to Jeho- 
vaU'a direction, were the best and 
most representative that could be se- 
lected. Each tribe had one ot its 
lenders among1 the spies. Tho com- 
mission given tho men was clear. 
The observations they were to make 
Included tho "lay of the land,"' the 
offensive and defensive abilities of. 
the people, and the desirability of 
the country for a home. Verso Ci 
shows that they did their work very 
thoroughly, for they jourueyyd to the 
northernmost limit of the land in- 
stead oC stopping at Hebron or Beth- 
el. The Analt tribes appear to hare 
bnon redoubtable warriors of great 
stature, but they really made very 
little trouble when Israel actually en- 
tered the land. 


Tho Spies' Report. — There have 


been many tragedies in tlie national 
life of the SEebrews. The failure at 
Kadosh-barnoa is one of the first and 
ono of the greatest. 
Through ull 


these long and weary months since 
leaving Egypt the Israelites had but 
one thought—rest and home iii the 
promised Jand. Now they had come- 
to the threshold. Their hope was 
high. At last the land of their na- 
tional dream, and of .Tchovah's prom- 
ise, was almost in sight. They de- 
layed only for the report of the spies. 
The men returned, and hope turned 
to despair, simply because there were 
obstacles to be overcome. Tlie spies 
reported that (1) the land 
"flowed 


with rnillc and honey," but (2). there 
were giants there. The ten spies 
proved that they were still cowardly 
slnvps nt heart by emphasizing1 only' 
tho latter. 


In studying the lesson, note (1) tho 


different ways of meeting obstacles; 
(2) that God helps those who help 
themselves. Israel wanted the prom- 
ised hind ;but wag not .willing to win 
it. (:!) The*ten ''spies-haft no faith in 
God, and ilipy whro, "as grasshop- 
pers" in their own sight." The'people 
who have faith in God and'faith In 
themselves are the ones who over- 
come "giants." 
(J) From Kadcsh- 


barnea there were just two ways 
open—forward into the promised land 
and bai-liward into thu wilderness. 
Kvery life has its Kndpsh-barnea. A 
great cause may conic to Kadpsh, fail, 
turn brick into ilic wilderness for 40 
years, and come again; hut a soul 
seldom sees Kadesh-barnca but once. 
The Hebrews who failed died before 
the second chance came.
